Toe
Milwhukee tramps woere the most vicious
looking sot ol thugs | evar saw, and we
plekid out the worst of tho lot s sontthom
down to Jimmie O'Netl to be cared for in tho
county jall.  Yeu recollect thoy came pretty

When
there are no women  fo 1t it is the height of
cach prisoner’s ambition to get oo thy good
side of the jallor and be permitted to oecupy
the bridul chamber.

“Nevor sinee T hava been here have there
been but two oceasions when  the  jall was
empty for twenty-four hours at. o time. In
the stresm of humanity that pours inoana out
from one year to another thére are hundreds
of fsmiline faces, Take any rveflned moan of
your acqualntance and let him be locked in
there for flve minutes when the cells and
corridors are full, or et him peer through the
grated door, and he “‘Ullll{ not consent to
spend one night in thers for &0, yeb men
will suffer the discomforts of the place for
days and weeks at o time and get back ngain
within twenty-four hours after they are dis-
chinrged,

“We keep it as clean and comfortable as
wo enn, but the place isnotn houlth resort,
but it has no terrors for the crowds that
cowe and go."

Roeve Willard Scote Talks of the Influ-
ence of the Country's Foundors,

Rev. Willard Scoit of the St. Mary's ave-

The discourse dealt with the early settlors
of Virginia, aud of the Massachusettes col-
ony as well as with the Purisans who came
over in the MaytHower, The latter, Mr.
Soott sald, were but & feagment of those who
suffered and belleved practically the same
things. The Pilgrims, as the Mayflower
voysgers were called, were soon absorbed by
the  Massachusetts colony but as o
moral eplsode the expericnce of the
Pilgrims was grand.  Puritapism  really
began with the vevival of learning in the fif-
tecntl century, was stimalated by the re.
formation in the sixteosth contury and wos
still further vipened and brought to (ts fullest
development by the revolution in the seyveu-
teenth century.

There were threo classes in the church of
Eugland that wero dissptisfed with oxsting
repulations,  Farest, those who were inclined
Loward wore Hberslity lor Cathollelsm i the

cureh: socond, thos who were ko swn oS

thes came to Amerioa,  Besldes those thres
decte from England there were Puritans
from Seotiand, Feanoe aod Switeerlamd.

What wis the boliel of the Purltuns ! They
wiatited]l more simpheity in roliglons waorstip,
Thoey wanted o vellgion that hind not S0 much
of the mysterions about it and was feee (rom
the formalities and covomonios of the churh
of England, They wanted priests who shonld
ho looked upon A8 men not as  mysterious

belngs codowed with nny apecial  power,
They wanted o religlons state  based upon
socioty that should be establislied by them-
solver They wished to be  eonsuds
erdl the subjects  of  King  James,
but  wanted roliglous froedom, Thoy
cama  for consclence sake, but It was
for the sake of thelr own consclences.

IT'S A DEADLY INVENTION.

The Groeat

Value of Emmensite in
Naval Warfare,
The ordnance buretnu of the navy is

atill experimenting with the high ex-
plosive inventod by Dy, Stephen . Bm-
mensand known as emmoensite, and it is
believed the vesult thus fue obtained in-
dicate that another most. imporviant of-
fonsive agency will soon ho ot the dis-
posal of the navy, says a Washington
special to the Chicago Tribune,

The exporiments show that the com-
pound, wlien exploded with a fulminate
detonutor, has about the same explosive |
forcens gun cotton; that ivis insensiblo
to friction nnd tmpnet, and only locally
ignited by flame;  that it is not affectod
by great changes in temperature nor in-

jured by freezing nor thawing, and that
it loses Little of it strength after bolng I
repeatedly  saturated with water and ]
dried,

A lirge numbor of  projectiles londed I
with it have been fired from powder
guns without a singlo premature  explo-
sion or aecident of nny kind, and the
bureau is now muking preparitions to
test it on n laeger seale,  For this pur-
k}nm- nspocial gun s tobe built at the
Vashington ordnance foundry capable
of throwing a projectile containing o
bursting  charge  of 100 pounds
of emmensite,  This gun is to be
of steol, built up much as the regulare
sarviee rille, but will not be so long, It
will bo rather o rifled mortar, longer
in the tube, however, than the ordinary
type of rifled mortars being built for the
army, Thoe tuba will ba short epough to
avold the danger of premature explosion
by excessive hoeating of  the pro-
jectile an the bore of the gun, ns mignt
result il the long servies gun wero
nsed, and it will H[hl be long enougn to
much  greator range, and con-
sequently greater accurnoy can be ob-
tained than with the ordinary mortar.
As soon as this gun is completed it will
he tuken to the new proving ground at
Indinn Hend, on the Potomae, and a
sories of tests will be mado to ascertain
tha enpabilities of the new explosive and
the limitntions of its usefulness,

Just whiat place it is destined to oc-
cupy in the armament of war vessels
will vot bo detinitely decided until after
theso axperiments, but it is believed that
it will bo specially useful for vessels that
are expocted to fight at close  guarters,
such as the Ammen ram and the torpedo
erulsers, The ordnnance bureaun has nl-
wiys held that high explosives in naval
operations should be fived from o pow-

dor  gun, and it is thought that
the mnew gun  will  prove  supe-
rior to the pneumatic guns  with

which the gun cotton cruiser Vesuvias
is provided. The gun to be built at the
ordnance foundey can be handled just
the snme as the ordinury #ervice gun in
evory respect, while the pnewmuatic guns
of the Vesuvius ara boilt into her hull
and can only he aimed by mancuvering
the vessel, and their range can only be
viuried by varying the nmount of alr ad-
mittad to fire them,
